DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


DIRTY AIR AND COAL BILLS. 

A person does not need to stay in the 
water long in order to get wet; neither is 
it necessary for one to remain in a polluted 
atmosphere long before feeling its bad ef- 
fects. A number of persons soon poison 
the air in a room and make it unfit to 
breathe, 

Air that is laden with dust is always dan- 
gerous, It is known that among those who 
work in dusty occupations there is a high 
death rate from bronchitis, pneumonia, and 
tuberculosis. It is also known that mineral 
dusts are more injurious to the lungs and 
air passages than are the vegetable dusts. 
This is why the death rate from diseases 
of the respiratory organs among stone and 
metal workers is so much greater than it 

‘is among workers in flour mills and grain 
of levators. 

The remedy is perfect ventilation. And 
while it is true that frequent changes of 
air will necessarily affect the coal bills, this 
should not be measured against diseased 
lungs, befogged brains, and impaired effi- 
clency. In other words, it means both 
health and economy to have plenty of fresh 
air,

When Waiter Makes Good 
Boast “to Pull Beard” 
in Street.

[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Dec. 25.—President Fallieres wae 
attacked by a half demented waiter while 
walking in the streets todey. The man, evi- 
dently a revolutionist, inflicted no serious 
wound. He unarmed and declared his 
only purpose was “to pull the president's 
beard,”’ which he did. Pulling one's beard is 
regarded in France as the worst possible 
insult. 

Despite the apparent demented condition 
of the assailant, the papers seek to find some 
political cause for the attack. Many de- 
clare it was a royalist plot. 

One journal, opposed to Fallleres, suggests 
that the political police may have wished to 
create a diversion with the object of dis- 
tracting atiention from the recent scandal 
concerning the death of Advocate Philippe 
Astresse, in which the name of Andre Fal- 
lieres, son of the president, was mentioned 
as having carried on an intrigue with. M. 
Astresse’s wife. 


Blow Starts the Attack, 

The attack occurred in a crowded street 
President Fallferes, accompanied by M. 
Ramondou, his secretary, and two friends, 
was taking his usual morning walk when the 
man came up behind him and struck him e 
violent blow on the head, knocking his hat 
off. 

He then jumped upon the president's back 
and threw his arms about his neck in an ef- 
fort to seize his beard. 

Col. Lasson and Secretary Ramondou 
sprang to the assistance of the president,

RUSSIA TO GUARD 
PEACE IN BALKANS 
Czar’s Nation Seeks Treaty Be- 


tween All States of South- 
east Europe. 


Seizure of Turkish Land Will Be 
Protested and Part of 
Treaty Scored. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 25.—The state- 
ment to the duma today by Foreign Midister 
Isvolsky added nothing to what already is 
known regarding the Balkan question It 
was a powerful and interesting speech. : 

It is probable that interest will center on 
Isvolsky’s statement that Russia is work- 
ing to promote some form of Turco-Balkan 
alliance. The minister said, among other 
things, that it was perhaps the first time fn 
history that Russia could rely in a matter 
in which Turkey was concerned upon the 
unanimous approval of the powers who had 
formerly distrusted or opposed her. 

Regarding the demands that Russia should 
protest the seizure by Austria of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Isvolsky said Russia could 
not act regardless of certain political re- 
sults and previous engagement; that she 
must avoid the dangerous consequences for 
herself to which such a protest might lead. 


Appeal from Treaty Planned. 

But if Russia did not have the judichal 
right to protest solitarily, she had the right, 
even the duty, to appeal to the treaty of Ber- 
lin. which regulated the status of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. Although that treaty an- 
nihilated half the results Russia had ob- 
tained for the Slav people, it had not failed to 
respect it for thirty years, but now that 
another power had claimed the right to 
modify the part of it disadvantageous to 
itself, Russia, if she could not prevent this, 
had at least the moral right to point out 
other clauses which were disadvantageous 
and embarrassing to Russia, the Balkan 
states, and Turkey, 

The question thus raised led naturally to 
the idea of a conference, which originated 
with Turkey, who had suffered the direct in- 
jury. A conference also was a nebtessity 
for all those for whom the right was a living 
entity. 

After reading the recent note to the powers, 
M. Isvolsky declared that Turkey could rely 
on Russia’s sympathy. Russia had shown 
her sympathy for Montenegro and Servia 
by initiating the insertion in the conference 
program a clause in their favor. while, al- 
though Bulgaria’s declaratron of inde- 
pendence had made a painful impression an 
was directly contrary to Russia’s urgent ad- 
vice, Russia could not help sympathizing 
with her in her attainment of her appainted 
goal. 

Friendship Depends on Bulgars. 

Russia, therefore, was trying to premote 
an equitable Turco-Bulgarian agreement, 
and had advised Bulgaria that Russia’s con- 
tinued favor would depend upon Bulggria’s 
future acts and the degree in which she 
maintained the solidarity of other Balkan 
states. 

It was Russia's object to bring about a 
close friendship between the Balkan states 
and Turkey. She hoped that Montenegro 
and Servia would recognize thé necessity for 
keeping calm and cook Upon their doing 
this depended “the support they would get 
from Russia, who was not pursuing a per- 
sonal ambition, but who was seeking a 
legal anc peaceful solution of troubled ques- 
tions, 

A debate followed, and the dume by a large 
majority passed a resolution approving the 
government's policy, expressing sympathy 
with the Slav states, and urging the govern- 
ment to make pacific efforts in their inter- 
ests.

ELEPHANTS AN UGLY FOE, 


Plenty of -Big Game' Can Be Found on 
the Route Planned. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO; TRIBUNE. ] 

RONDON, Dec. 25.—Selous, the lion killer. 
explained today that while he has collected 
camp and other equipment for Roogevelt’s 
hunting expedition and will go with him to 
Mombaesa,- where they arrive on Apri] 22, 
they will not shoot together in East Africa 
and Uganda. 

“President Roosevelt's party, comprising 
his son, an expert guide, and two American 
maturalists,” said Mr. Selous, at his home 
at Worplesdon, “ will go one way. William 
McMillan’ will join me in striking out if an- 
other. There is no doubt, however, that we 
may come into touch more than once with 
the president's party. ! 

‘* Nearly 150 native bearers will carry the 
president's equipment. They will travel for 
a week or ten days, making for some point 
where game may be found. There they will 
halt for a week or even a month at a time. 


Plenty of Big Game There. 
\ “In East Africa they should find plenty of 
giraffes, antelope, buffalo, and lions. Ele- 
phants will be encountered more frequently 
in Uganda. Small bore rifies wil! be carried 
for antelopes and giraffes. These also, with 
expanding bullets, will be used for Hons, 
and for killing elephants a heavy gun car- 
rying a cartridge loaded with cordial will be 
taken. 
“ Hunting lions you go out on horse back 
early in the morning on a high plateau in the 
hope of catching a lion which has delayed 
too long feeding and cannot get back to 
cover. When you are overtaking the oeast 
he generally comes to a halt and catches you 
grow ling. 

* “™ §hoot Lions on Foot. 

“At the first moment you slip off your 


‘horse and shoot him. 


**Sometimes the lion will charge at you. 
If he does you gallop out of the way and 
wait for another opportunity. If he charges 
while you are off your horse and you fail 
to hit him as he comes at you it may be 
awkward. 

“When you wound an elephant it often 
will make a savage rush at you. While you 
are shooting one of a herd, too, you may 
not notice an®ther among the trees, which 
may make a sudden dash at you. Old fe- 
male elephants are notably vicious. 

* Probably McMillan and myself will not 
hunt for more than three months. Mr.

BLAME LAID ON’ RUSSIA.

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—Cable- 
grams have been received by prominent Jews 
in New York during the last week telling of 
great anti-Jewish outbreakein Finland. 

Today news came that the agitation has 
‘been brought to such a pitch that the Fin- 
nish legislature had issued a proclamation 
prohibiting the slaughter of meat according 
to the Jewish ritual. The’ messages have 
come from the Hilfs-Verein, a Jewish or- 
ganization in Berlin, and the recipients con- 
sider this latest move of the Finnish gov- 
ernmmental powers an indirect method of ex- 
pelling Jews from that country. 

An officer of one of the local Jewish asso- 
clations tonight gave it as his opinion that 
ever since Russia gained control of Fin- 
land the larger power has been carrying out 
& program of extermination against Jews, 
and he spoke with considerable feeling of the 
a which. has. been heaped upon 
them. 


Treated as Foreigners at Home. 


They are treated as foreigners in Finland, 
he said; whether they are native born or 
not, and the fact that there are only about 
1,000 Jews in the country as against a million 
and a half Russians and other nationalities 
makes them powerless to resist such 
deapotical legislation as this edict. 

At this time of year especially, he pointed 
out, the conditions are particularly unfavor- 
able for a successful resistance to the op- 
pressive measures. For the country is cov- 
ered with ice and snow and people are forced 
to eross the frontier after they have been 
turned out of the cities or perish from the 
cold in the less settled portions of the coun- 


try. 
Jews Called to First Duma. 


Many prominent Jews were summoned to 
attend the first duma from Finland, and one

this country. Dr. Levin also was a signer 
of the Viborg manifesto. He, like others, 
spoke his mind freely at these meetings,

him at Los Angeles Thursday night. 

“ Surely, he wouldn’t slip inte Chicago and 
write a letter without my knowing it, and 
yet I wouldn’t know whom to suspect of 
using his signature.

POLICE CURB RIOT OF GREEKS 


Break Open Doors of Church and 
Arrest Nine Men. 


RECENT TROUBLE RENEWED. 


Followers of Pastor Mandelares Met 
with Revolvers. 


Strife between the factions of the Holy 
Trinity Greek Orthodox church, 34 Johnson 
street, during which revolvers were flour- 
ished, led to a detall of police appearing on 
the scene yesterday morning and the ar- 
rest of nine of the alleged disturbers: 

When the wagon load of politemen, in 
command of Capt. John Mahoney, arrived 
the scene around the church looked serious. 
The policemen with revolvers drawn and 
followed by members of the congregation 
known asathe “ regulars.’ broke down the 
doors leading into the church and a wild 
scramble for exita was made by the 
**rebels,” who hed earlier in the morning 
defied the Rev. A. Mandelares to conduct 
services. 

Yesterday’s trouble is an aftermath of what 
occurred ag the church Wednesday morning, 
when several members of the church were 
injured during a riot. 


Pastor Is Denied Admittance. 


A few minutes after 9 o'clock yesterday 
the Rev. Mandelares proceeded to the church 
with the intention of holding Christmas serv- 
ices. Arriving at the church, he found the 
doors locked and was refused admittance. 
The Rev. Mandelares was soon joined by 
some of the “ regulars,’’ who, when they 
tried to get into the church, were ordered to 
leave, it is sald, at the point of revolvers 
pointed at them from the windows of the 
church. 

The “ regulars,”” numbering nearly 100 per- 
sons, and led by ‘“Jack’’ Manuso, then 
went to the Maxwell street station and en- 
voked the aid of Capt. Mahoney, who hur- 
ried to the church in 4 patrol wagon with a 
number of policemen. 

Upon the arrival of the policemen the 
** rebels ’’ still refused to open the doors, but 
Manuso, with several of his followers, and 
with the police jn the rear, broke open the 
doors, which sent the “‘rebels”’ in a panic. 
Many of them escaped from the church by 
running through rear exits and some of them 
by leaping from the windows. 


Nine Are Arrested. 

Those taken to the Maxwell street station 
gave their names as follows: Steve Soura- 
poulos, 35 years old, said te be the leader; 
John Demaras, 45 years old; John Sircus, 32 
years old; James Landrapalos, 23 years old: 
John Mitres, 27 years old; Peter Brikous, 32 
years old; Christ Elipolus, 21 years old; 
Peter Angelas, 22 years old; James Diejene- 
joelis, 18 yeare old. 

The charge of attempting to incite a riot 
was placed against them. 

The church is divided into two factions 
because of a dispute of long standing. There 
are 1,500 “regulars,” while the “ rebels’’ 
claim a following of 700 or 800 persons. 

Last Monday morning the “rebels” ob- 
tained an injunction against the “‘ regulars ”’

RECORD TRIP BY DETECTIVE 


Officer Is Going to South America 
to Bring Back Fugitive. 


AFTER ALLEGED EMBEZZLER 


Expense Nearly Twice the Amount Said 
to Have Been Stolen, 


Charles Brander former assistant cashier 
‘In the foreign exchange and financial depart- 
ment of the American Express company 
offices in Chicago, who was arrested several 
days ago in Cartagena, Colombia, South 
America, on a charge of embezzling $906 
from the company, will be brought back tu 
Chicago despite the fact that the expense of 
bringing him back will amount to almost 
twice the amount of his embezzlement. 

Detective David Dooley will start to Cart- 
agena tonight to bring Brander back. .He 
will go to Springfield, Ill., first, from there 
to Washington, thence to New York, where 
he will board a steamer for South America. 
He may not reach Chicago with his prisoner 
until the latter part of February or the first 
part of March. , 


Trip an Unusually Long One. 

The trip will be the longest ever taken by a 
Chicago policeman, despite the fact that 
other detectives have gone to Russia, Ger- 
many, France, and many other foreign coun- 
tries. The cost of the trip is estimated at 
$1,500. This amount will be used in railroad 
sand steamship transportation, hotel, and 
other expenses. 

Brander disappeared from Chicago on Dec. 
1. Detective Sergeants Dooley and O’Connell 
learned soon afterwards that Miss Hose 
Clark, 290 La Salle avenue, had received a 
post card from Brander, when the latter was 
about to board a steamship in Hayti for a 
South American port. Cablegrams were sent 
to several coast cities, among them Carta- 
gena, where hé was arrested. 


May Fight Extradition. 


Detective Dooley is going to that city in ex- 
pectation of a legal fight. Brander will be 
extradited under a treaty between the 
United States and the republic of Colombia, 
approved in February, 1892. 

Brander’s thefts were discovered soon 
after he disappeared from Chicago. Special 
agents employed by the company learned 
that besides taking $795 before he left his of- 
fice the night of Nov. 30 he also took $201 
given him on Nov. 13 by George Newkirk, 498 
Fullerton avenue, to be sent to the latter’a 
daughter, Estelle Newkirk, who is in Paris, 
France. Brander is 23 years old. He lived 
at 718 Bryn Mawr avenue:

was shot down in Buffalo until the close of 
the Christmas festivities tonight, there has 
never been a moment, so far as I can remem- 
ber, when the personal influence of Theodore 
Roosevelt has tended toward war. | 


Roosevelt as Ally of Peace. 


On the contrary, instead of being a military 
swashbuckler, te has proved himself a prince 
of peace. If he ever had any longing for 
the renown which comes from war, he must 
have dismissed the idea from his mind when 
he, was confronted with the tremendous do- 
mestic responsibilities of president. He has 
been “scrappy” enough with his fellow 
citizens, but he has been gentleness personi- 
fied with aliens. 

The Roosevelt administration has not even 
resorted to commercial threats to secure 
trade. It has met a number of diplomatic 
difficulties with France, Germany, and Rus- 
sia in a peaceful sort of way, and has yielded 
so much in some cases as to involve criti- 
cism at home of commercial truckling to 
foreigners. 

In the case of Venezuela there was an ex- 
cellent opportunity for a man who was look- 
ing for trouble to, get, it at first hand. Cer- 
tain American‘ interests were undoubtedly 
dispossessed,of their rights in the South 
American republic with scarcely color of lew. 

An obstreperous little Spanish-American 
dictator did things as president of Venezuela 
which would have resulted in bombardment 
of his seacoast towns if Roosevelt had a tenth 
of the belligerent spirit which was ascribed 
to him when he ate his first Christmas turkey 
in the White house. 

It is to his everlasting credit that he did not 
resent insults heaped upon American citizens 
and representatives by President Castro, 
but took the ground that Uncle Sam was big 
enough and strong enough to play the part 


of a good natured and long suffering mastiff 
who was being worried by a little terrier. 

The man who was said to be a jingo and 
to be anxious for war has within the last 
seven years established his permanent repu- 
tation throughout the world as an agent 
of peacey 

People will always differ as to the value 
of his domestic policies. Many representa- 
tives of corporations gnd individuals with 
large vested interests honestly believe the 
president has béen a personal menace to the 
prosperity of the country. 

No one, however, can withhold from him 
on this Christmas night the honor and glory 
he achieved, first by promoting peace be- 
tween Russia and Japan, and thus conclud- 
ing the greatest war the world has ever 
known #80 far as its short-lived intensity was 
concerned, and, secondly, by his wise 
diplomacy and his temperate tact which pre- 
vented difficulty, if not war itself, between 
the United States and Japan. 

In international history these are twigs 
which will make Theodore Roosevelt famous. 
The rest of the world has only a vague idea 
of what he has done or failed to do here in his 
own country. International historians, how- 
ever, will unquestionably recoguize the fact 
that in Theodore Roosevelt the world found 
a potent exemplar of peace, whose persona! 
influence in preventing war between nations 
was probably greater than that of any other 
man in his generation. 


Finis to a Bright Chapter. 


And so all dire prophecies on Christmas 
day, 1901, have been set at naught by the 
arrival of Christmas of 1908. The United 
States has stood for the open door in China; 
has cemented peace between Russia and 
Japan; the Panama canal has been taken 
out of the hands of the French company and 
is being cut through the isthmus after the 
creation of a new republic down there with- 
out a gun being fired. Japan remains our 
friend and ally, and now, at last Cdstro has 
been driven out of Venezuela without any 
powder being burned, and the United States 
is unquestionably the chief gainer by the 
transaction. 

In this holiday time it might be a good 
idea for soffe of these former prophets to 
admit the inaccuracy of their forecasts which 
were so completely upset by the fact that, 
whatever deviltry Theodore Roosevelt has 
executed during his career as president, has 
been exereised upon his own fellow citizens, 
while he has left the world outside much bet- 
ter and more peaceful for eight Christmases. 
in the American White house.

THROUGH THE SOUTH GATE. 

Freight through the south ‘gate is to 
move faster than it has done. The Iiii- 
mois Central and the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad companies 
are uniting their efforts with those of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce. The 
desire of the latter to secure for this 
city a larger share of the trade of the 
southern states may be realized through 
the codperation of the former. 

A’ new fast freight service has just 
been established which will make a whole 
day’s difference: in delivery of Chicago 
shipments in some southern cities. In 
other cases such a material gain will be 
made over the conditions that have pre- 
vailed in the past that this city will be 
able to compefe successfully with New 
York, Philadelphia, and Boston on the 
Atlantic coast. It may mean an added 
revenue of $10,000,000 a year. It may 
lead to far greater increase in business 
than that. 

The cordial greetings extended to the 
Chicago representatives who recently vis- 
ited southern cities proved that the desire 
for closer commercial rélations is not one 
sided. The south is ready to buy from 
Chicago if Chicago can get the goods de- 
livered in seasonable time.- The codper- 
ation of the transportation lines is essen- 
tial to bring this about. It is ‘gratifying, 
therefore, that some of the roads leading 
to the south and southeast are manifest- 
ing a willing spirit. 
+Chicago is the grest central market. 
It: is steadily intreasing its facilities for 
supplying a widening area./ Its mer 
chants are Wide awake and progressive, 
The activity of the Association of Com- 
merce is yielding good results. The ac-

All the civil litigation of England and 


_Wales, population abopt thirty-two mil-

and fifty-eight county judges, or ninety- 
two judges in all. 

The population of Illinois was, by the 
| census 6f. 1900, approximately 4,800,000. 
“Its courts employ seventy-eight’ circuit 
judges and 101 county,sjudges exclusive 
of Cook county. Cook county has twentty- 


five Citeuit aid Superior court judges, 


a county judge, a probate judge, and a 
Municipal court of very genera! juris- 
diction employing twenty-eight judges, 
-There is'a Supreme ¢ourt of seven judges. 
In all these judges are 216. Besides we 
have justices of the peace and the soderat 
judges. 

Tue TRIBUNE does not offer this rough 
comparison as conclusive. But it sug- 
gests that after making all due allow- 
ances the discrepancy revealed is shock- 
ing. Omitting the work of our. county 
judges and taking into account only that 
of our Circuit, .Superior, and Supreme 
courts, we have an establishment of 
éighty-five judges taking care of the civil 
and criminal! cases of a population of less 
than five millions, while in England and 
Wales ninety-two judges dispose of all 
the litigation of more than six times our 
population. The vast property and busi- 
ness activities and the social conditions of 
England must also be Grown into the 
ecale against us. 

Unless our judges and our lawyers are 
incompetent or worse there is something 
wrong in our administration of the courts. 
The first hypothesis is, of course, not to 
be considered. The alternative should be 
faced by the profession and by the public 
and reform achieved. The waste and 
burden of our overtechnical procedure 
must cease. It has endured too long. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


The report of the chief of staff, Gen. 
Bell, indicates the admirably critica] 
spirit now prevailing in the war depart- 
ment, and we believe in the service, 
More than a generation of peace, broken 
only by the brief but drastic experience 
of the Spanish war, undoubtedly made 
imperative the sweeping changes which 
military students from the president down 
have been recommending. 

The establishment of a general staff 
was a move in the right direction, but 
much remains to be done, as is made 
plain by such a statement as Gen. Bell 
makes respecting the cavalry—namely: 
that # is an amtiquated organization 
which has no parallel in modern armies. 
The inadequate officering of our forces 
seems also a point needing prompt correc- 
tion, and Gen. Bell reinforces the demand 
made ‘in higher quarters for an increase 
in the army, which, he declares, is now 
insufficient even for the needs of peace. 

It is plain, indeed, that the whole mat- 
ter of our military organization calls for 
attention. The nation does not wish to 
go to war, and no war is probable, But 
since war is possible, since to be reason- 
ably prepared ts to decréase the chance 
of war, since armies are not made over- 
night, it is national insurance to maintain 
an adequate establishment. That we 
have no great standing army makes it 
the more necessary that our military sys 
tem should be expansible and what estab- 
lishment we maintain modern and _- effi- 
cient. 

In this connection The TRIBUNE ¢aj's 
attention to a letter from Lieut. Meade, 
recruiting officer for the marine corps, 
published in another column. The ‘fact ! 
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from the ranks, to which he calls atten- 


| tion, is. not as widely known as it should 


be. If it were, it is probable that many 
‘who are unablé to go to West Point or 
Annapolis would seek seryice in the amy 
and navy.

The result is certain, The time is 
not far distant when the state institutions 
of this commonwealth will not suffer in 
comparison with the best in the land. 

It will be a notable step in advance if 
the recommendations of the state senate 
committee which has been ihvestigating 
the matter are adopted. These propose 
the. appointment of a nonpartisan board of 
control for all charitable and penal in- 
stitutions to take the place of the sepa- 
rate boards which now exist. Superin- 
tendents and wardens will become admin- 


istrative officers with no jurisdiction over 


the expenditure of funds. The local 
treasurers will be superseded by a ,state 
officer, through whose hands all financial 
transactions will pass. The principle is 
readily recognizedas that gf centrali 


responsibility with its attendant econo-' 


mies, 


The.gtate board of charities will have a’ 


place Still, its jurisdiction being extende1 
to penal institutions, and its authority 
being that of visitation and recommenda- 
tion. Supplementary to its work, under 
the new plan, will be that of local visita- 
tion boards composed of citizens living in 
the vicinity of an institution, service upon 
such boards being without pay. 

In the opinion of careful students of the 
dependent, defective, and delinquent class- 
es, the ideal conditions will not be reak 
ized until there is centralized admibistra- 
tion of charities, prisons,. and reforma- 
tories. Things are closely interwoven in 
modern society. If there can be. the 
proper adjustment of relationships with 
the whole matter of paroles and sus- 
pended sentences, even greater progtess 
can be made. 3 

There are-many things to be brought 
about before the Illinois administration 
of these problems is perfected, But it is 
encouraging to note that movements are 
going forward in the right direction, as 
the contemplated report of the senate 
committee clearly ‘shows. 


THE NICKEL THEATER MENACE. 
The people seem to have become 
“nickel theater crazy.” These places of 
cheap entertainment are spritging up like 
muehvooms everywhere. The empty 
storeroom of today becomes a theater to- 
morrow. The “mind of the mob” seems 
to lead it toward the moving picture 
show. 

That there are dangers connected with 
the craze is apparent from many points 
of view. One censor calls attention to 
the vitiated air to be found in these halls; 
A restless crowd outside the dgors awaits 
the conclusion of.a performance, and 
rushes toward the emptying seats before 
the preceding company has left the room. 

Another critic finds fault with the low 
tone of the pictures in the average show. 
Amusement and not uplift seems the con- 
trolling idea of the picture makers. -Still 
another points to the steady drain on the 
pocketbook which attends devotion to ‘the 
new entertainment. With the “ attrac- 
tion” changing nightly it is not one 

ickel but many that must be counted. 
When the aggregate of receipts of one of 
these theaters is known the figures* are 
surprising. 

The danger from panic is constant. 
When a picture machime explodes, as is 
not unusual, there is a rush for the exits. 
Only good luck has so far prevented dis- 
aster in a number of cases. The disad- 
vantage to a residence neighborhood is 
voiced in proposed restrictive legislation 
by the city council barring the theaters 
from the vicinity of schools and churches 
and from districts where the greater part 
of the frontage is given up to homes. 
The danger to morals is suggested by the 
ificreasing number of references in the 
courtroom to the nickel theater asa work- 
ing place for the forces evil. 

The chances are that the fad will run 
its course as others have done before it. 
But the need of close and eonstant super- 
vision of these places of popular enter- 
taiarment is frequently emphasized.

And, 
having had his attentian called to the pos- 
sibilities of all this portion of his dominions 
lying to the west of Alexandria, he set to 
work quietly to developit. Without any fuss 
‘or publicity, he started building a railroad, 
following more or less closely the coast ling, 
and some 130 miles are already open to traf- 
fic. He has done this on his own account, 
ie t inviting capital or other assistance, 

h the result that all along the line 
Slasinua and towns are growing up again, 
mostly on the site of ancient Roman ruins. 
In connection therewith he has bullt at Marsa 
Matru a small fort, about a hundred miles 
from the frontier of Tripoli .and @00 miles 
from xandria, and the railroad is ex- 
pected to reach there next year. I}, has al- 
ready attained Baratun, the ancienPRoman 
city of Parztonium. 

So great are the benefits which have al- 
ready resulted’ from the building of this 
line across a region wholly unknown to mod- 
ern Europeans and Americans that the 
khedive may be said to have added not 
merely a new district but a new and fertile 
province to his domains; while if, as is ex- 
pected, he carries on his rallroad beyond the 
fort of Marsa Matru to the Tripolitan fron- 
tier he may succeed in tapping the great 
caravan route from the central regions of 
Africa, notably frém the native empires of 
Wadai and Bornu, which now reach .the 
sea and find an outlet to the world via the 
port of Tripoli and other points along the 
Tripolitan coast. The traders uld find an 
infinitely better market for their Central 
African wares at Alexandria; which they 
could reach by the khedive’s railroad, than 
at \Pripoli, where they are mulcted by the 
Ottoman authorities and are deprived of the 
advantages of any competition among the 
buyers.

Mr. Eustace Miles wishes to insist, in the 
January Metropolitan, that ‘just as there 
are some people who are born to be fast work- 
ers and others who are born to be slow work- 
ers, so there are some people who are born 
to be plump*and others who are born to be 
thin.” And as thin people “ often cannot in- 
crease their-weight—or cannot with advan- 
tage do so—merely by eating more, so, con- 
versely, certain others cannot lessen their 
weight—or cannot safely do so—merely by 
eating less.”’ 

Mr. Miles has never known a case of ex- 
cessive thinness due to eating too little. He 
has enabled patients to, put on flesh by in- 
ducing them to take less food and fewer ‘' ex- 
tras ’’ that clog the body. 

Such testimony is a blow to many dietary 
fads; yet it is only a fresh adjuration to nat- 
ural living. Dr. Crichton-Browne struck the 
same note of counsel not long ago when he 
pronounced: against “dietetic asceticism ”’ 
and declared that “ all fashfonable food fads 
and follies of the hour are in the nature of 
deprivation.”

PRECIOU® STONES OF INDIA, 
{From Consular and Trade Report.] 

Consul! General. William H. Michael sends 
from Calcutta the following notes on the pro- 
duction of valuable stones in India: 

The value of corundum stones exported 
from Madras, principally to Hongkong, 
Shangha!l, and Singapore, was $15,000. 

There were 2,214% hundredweight of jade 


trict mines,-Burma, in 1906, which was valued 
at $39,300, and 2,685 hundredweight in 1905, 
valued at $90,342, which showsa decrease for 
1906. No figures for 1907 available. 

The output of rubies in Burma during 1907 
amounted to 2,128,368 trucks, valued in Ma- 
gok books at $577,325. The royalty revenue 
for the year was $90,245. The market for 
rubies was fairly good the first of the year, 
falling away discouragingly toward the last 
of the year. 

The output of amber in 1907 by the mines 
of Burma was 2% tons, valued at $1,920. 
These mines are situated in the administered 
territory of the Myitkyina. The output of 
the year previous wae 216% hundredweight, 
valued at $3,543.. Amber mining in Burma is 
reported not to be a paying business. The 
average value of amber in Burma is $43 per 
hundredweight, which is higher by $8 or $9 
than the price of last year.

~ BURNS ON POINTS. 


World’s Champion When 
Police Stop Fight, 


Referee Then Awards Verdict to 
Negro, Who Outelasses His 
Canadian Opponent. 


The Johnson-Burns fight was scheduled to take 
place at Sydney, New South Wales, at 11 o’cleck 
this (Saturday) morning. Owing, to the differ- 
ence in time of Afteen hours and thirty-nine min- 
utes between Sydney and Chicago, the result was 
flashed to Chicago at $:50 o'clock last night. 
, Thus, by the clocks, the “ result was known all 
these fours before the battle took places” 


SYDNEY, N. 8. W.., Dee. 26.—Jack Johnson, 
the American negro pugilist, is heavyweight 
champion of the world. Before a great 
crowd, perhaps the greatest that ever at- 
tended a fight in Australia, the colore® fight- 
er outclassed and. outpointed Champion Tom- 
my Burns round after round until the four- 
teenth, when the police,took a hand in the 
affair and stopped the uneven battle. Then 
the referee awarded the decision to Johnson. 

When the end came in the fourteenth Burns 
was tottering around the ring and unable to 
defend himself from the savage blows of the 
big black who dealt out purishment unmer- 
cifully. 

Before the fight began provision was made 
that, in case of police interference before the 
expiration of the scheduled twenty rounds, 
the referee, Hugh McIntosh, was to award @ 
@ecision on points. ‘ 


Decision Is Considered Just. . 

It was this arrangement that enabled Jack 
Johnson. to deprive Burns of his title, and, 
in the minds of these at the ringside, there 
was no doubt as to the justice of the decision | 
given in favor of the negro when the police 
stopped the fight.

MONEY ALWAYS HIS OBJECT. 


One Dollar and Car Fare Initial Purse | 


for Which He Fought. 


Black Fred Thornton is avenged and the 
colored race vindicated as a result of ‘lommy 
Burns’ defeat at the- hands of Jack John 
son ‘‘today’’ in Sydney, Australia. It ts poetic 
justice that the former champion should have 
his career in the ring ended by one of that 
race which was represented by the deféated 
principal in the ring at Delray eight years 
azo, when Burns, or Noah Brusso, ag he then 
was known, stepped forth a victor by the 
knockout route in his first professional box- 
ing contest. 

Just as it was no desire for fame that drew 


Burns into a match with Johnson and gave 


the heavyweight championship of the world 
to a negro, but a question of pounds, shillings, 
and pence, so it was mere dollars and cents 
that first won Burns over to the ring as a 
means of livelthood. The former lacrosse 
player discovered that a lot of men were 
making big money in a fleld where the work 
Was seldom as strenuous as the game which 
he had chosen as a means of livelihood. 


First Fights for One Dollar. 

If men whom he was confident he could 
whip without trouble could draw money fo1 
their fistic ability, Burns saw no reason why he 
should not take a whirl at it himself, and he 
stated as much to a number of friends who were 
with him at a bout near Detroit in the fall of 1900, 
in which Fred Thornton, a middieweight negro, 
was the winning principal. 

Tommy at that time was a member of the De- 
troit Lacrosse club, which had a short time before 
closed @ none too suceessful season, and the 
players as & result were none too well fixed for 
the winter season. 

A dolar end car fare was the prize won by 
Noah Brusso in his first fight. It was in Delray, 
@ Detroit suburb. He had paid to see a fight 
which did not come off, one of the principals failing 
to show ip. The promoter, who also was referee, 
grew worried under the taunts of the crowd, which 
became unruly wheh it scented what the trouble 
was. Thornton sat in his cormer, posing in a 
gaudy. robe, and the referee yelled. 

“A dollar to any man to go on!’ 

* Make it a doller and car fare,’’ spoke up Noah. 

‘“* You're on,’’ laughed the referee. 


Poor Boxer, Good Fighter. 


Burns was a natural fighter, but a mighty poor 
boxer. What Thornton did:to him in the first, 
few rounds was aplenty. The negro knew a little 
tea ring craft and he walloped ihe tyro in shame- 
leas fashion. He hit Burns with every blow and 
in the meantime ducked Tommy'sewings with ease. 
But as the contest progressed the negro tired and 
lost courege, as he saw hie work was making no 
perceptible impression on the chunky lacrosse 
player. When the fifth round came with Burns 
as fresh as ever Thornton showed signs of distress

It was almost too good to be true, and in the early 
part of the evening the negroes pondered over thie 
fact alone without comment.
